S. S. David Curry 
Launching Viewed 
By Grandsons 


Two grandsons of the late 
David Curry, John and David, his 
grandfather’s namesake, and their 
mother, Mrs. Ruth Curry Burns, 
of Camp Baldy in San Antonio 
canyon, witnessed the launching 
of the S. S. David Curry, named 
for the founder of Camp Curry, 
Yosemite national park, as it 
slid down the ways at the Cali- 
fornia shipbuilding yards in Wil- 
mington yesterday. 

Mrs. Donald B. Tressider of 
Yosemite, daughter of the park 
founder and wife of the president 
of Stanford university, christen- 
ed the 10,500-ton vessel. 

Curry, a retired high school 
teacher, started his famous camp 
with seven tents and built it up 
to one of the world’s largest re- 
creationai centers. He died in 
1917 in the city of San Francisco.

‘Income Tax Facts

‘a federal income and victory tax 
return for 1943 if his gross in- 
come from all sources for the year 
was $500 or more. The term 
*single person” includes not only 
those who have never married but 
also widows, widowers, divorcees, 
and married persons separated by 
mutual consent. 

Every married person, living 
with husband or wife during the 
entire year 1943, must file a re- 
turn if his or her gross income 
was: more than $624, or if their 
combined gross income was 48 
much as $1,200 for the year. 

Every individual who paid or 
owed a tax on 1942 income must 
make a return for 1943 even 
though he may have no taxable 
income for that year. When the 
pay-as-you-go plan was started by 
the Current Tax Payment Act of 


; 1948, he already owed the 1942 


tax. To relieve him of paying 
both years’ taxes in one year, Con- 
gress decided to forgive a part of 
one year’s tax, and the 1943 form 
shows how to figure the forgive- 
ness. 

Every individual who had in- 
come and victory taxes withheld 
from his wages during 1943 should 
file a return even though he did 
not have as much as $500 gross 
income for that year. 

No individual is exempt from 
filing a return if his gross in- 
come from sources 
United States is equal to or great- 
er than. the amount specified. 
However, the filing of returns may 
be postponed by individuals who 
are outside of the United States, 
particularly members of the arm- 
ed services. All income, from 
whatever source unless specifical- 
ly excluded by statute, must be 
reported in the return. 

Where separate returns are fil- 
ed by husband and wife on Forms 
1040, one may not report income 
which belongs to the other, but 
must report only the income and 


deductions which belong to him or 


her. The joint personal exemp- 
tion may, however, be taken en- 
tirely by either, or divided  be- 
tween them in any proportion 
agreed upon.

Scientists with the U.S.D.A. 
Have perfected an improved meth- 
od for extracting citrus pectin 
from grapefruit peel in Florida.
